After due cdusideration the 
Chief did pot wish to retaia his place at the 
foot of Nicola Lake, but selec od in lieu there, 
of two places near the bead of the Lake, which 
were accordingly made Indiaa reservations. 
It was the free choice of thetiibe whether to 
have the reserve where at present situated, or 
at the foot of the lake. It will be seem that 
according to this arrangement between the 
Government and the Indians, the land at 
the foot of the lake would become 
vacant and open for pre-emption ; it was the 
daty of Poosh to abide by this arrangement 
and go with the other Indians to the reserve, 
which was also the wish of the Chief. 

It is not trae that Poosh had a houge, sor 
that gany of “ bis people” had houses ic- 
side the “ring fence’’ made by the German 
seuler. The land claimed by Poosh is now 
covered by three pre-emptions ; the extent of 
land cultivated by him was than one 
acre’s planting of potatoes every yeor, which 
be may as well planton-one of the reserves 
which are ample, aad contains a huadrn 
times more laud than the whole tribe «8 ti- 
vate.
